PUBLISHER'S PROSPECTUS 

K6rin Ogata, who first saw the light of this world during the luxurious period 
of Genroku (last part of the 17th century), was a great artist. He displayed eminent 
and matchless genius both in his pictures and in his decoration on gold-lacquer. 
His productions are of rare beauty, and their brilliancy fairly dazzles one’s eyes; 
while, at the same time, his designs are peerlessly inventive and decorative. 
Dr. William Anderson, of England, bestows high praise upon Korin, saying that 
the decorative quality of his designs leaves him without peer; and he adds that Korin’s 
influence upon decorative art in general was beneficial and permanent. If one 
examines K6rin’s productions, either in pictures or in lacquer-ware, the entire justice 
of these commendatory remarks will be readily understood. 

The aim of the present publication is to introduce to cultured people in all parts of 
the world, the real, artistic value of the works of Korin and of his principal followers. 
We have selected from them for reproduction about 200 masterpieces, which are 
in the collection of noblemen and of private gentlemen. Five volumes will complete 
the series, and each volume will contain about thirty plates, on each of which from 
one to three pictures will be printed. We shall issue a volume every four months; 
two are already issued, and the remaining three volumes will be completed by 
August, 1905. 

In our publication we use either coloured woodcuts or fine collotypes prepared 
by specialists. The illustrations will be skilfully and delicately finished, so that the 
reproductions may easily be mistaken for originals. Fine Japanese papers will be 
used, and there will be silk covers in a wave pattern copied from one of K6rin’s 
pictures. The special style of Japanese binding will, likewise, be very decorative and 
attractive. 

The present publication will be of inestimable value to pictorial artists and 
industrial designers, since it will contain hundreds of different pictures and decorations 
on lacquer-ware. 

The edition is limited to 2000 numbered copies. Subscribers are requested to send 
in their names as early as possible.

Tne names of Gardner, Hutchinson, Hooper, Seavern, Davis, William Philips and 
Capt John Leveret, inhabitants of Boston, are mentioned. Hutchinson refers to the 
affair in his History of Massachusetts-Bay, 2nd ed., Yoi. I, pp. 179-181, but his 
information was derived from some other source.

After the completion of this book and the circulation of some portion of the 
edition, it was thought expedient by some one to add to it a reprint of the author’s 
diplomatic Mission to Cairo in 1505, and accordingly this piece in 16 leaves was 
appended to such of the copies as still remained in the publisher’s hands. It does 
not however properly belong to the book, which is complete in its genuine form as above.

This excessively rare volume is a kind of Collection of Voyages, which is not 
only the first in the French language, but is also antecedeut to all other collections 
of the kind, with the one exception of the famous Paesi. It consi»t 8 of Peter 
Martyr’s first three Decades reduced to French; followed by three Narrations, the 
first being a version of the De Insulis noviter repertis of Basle, 1521, which was 
the pirated first edition of Peter Martyr’s fourth Decade ; and the second and third 
are derived from the two letters of Cortes printed at Nurnberg in 1524. 

The three Decades are dedicated to Charles Due of Angouleme, and the three 
Narrations to his sister Marguerite de Fraoce. They were the children of Francis I, 
and at that time only ten and nine years old, respectively.

Extremely rare First Edition. It is a book of grand and snmptuons 
appearance, printed in very large Gothic type with 32 lines to the page. This work 
revolutionised the science of Navigation, and was the first to point out the deflection 
of the needle. The date at which it was written appears in some of the passages of 
■ the earlier part of the book as 1545, but a few years probably elapsed before the author 
could finish it and get it ready for the press. 

The instructions for map-making are not the least interesting part of the text, 
sad would be found useful by many persons who are unable to understand the 
principle of the wind-roses and rhumb-lines which cover the surface of old 
bjdrogiaphic charts. Bat even here the acute intelligence of Cortes indicated the 
defects of the plane system long before Mercator.

The 34 leaves of which this edition consists bear signatures thus : A and B in 
four, C 8 leaves (of which the double leaf containing the so-called Mappemonde, forms 
two); D 4, E 6, and F 8.—The particular value of the edition of 1509 lies in the 
circumstance that it was the first to reveal the name of the compiler and editor of this 
famous geographical work — the Cosmographies Introductio. In the editions of 1507 his 
personality had been concealed under the vague appellation of the Gymnasium Vosagmue .

Although there are two copies here, this is a very rare book. It was evidently 
printed to serve as a continuation, or fourth part, of the Sumario (the Collection of 
voyages published by the Da Sabbio brothers in 1534), but there are few copies of 
that work to which it has been annexed. 

It contains the two original accounts of Magellan’s Voyage ; namely, that of 
Maximilian of Transylvania (see above) and the short account which Pigafetta pub¬ 
lished from his own MS. journal of the voyage.—The preface, by an editor who 
possessed remarkable knowledge and ability, is a very interesting document Tbe 
accounts are both translated into Italian, the first from Latin, the second from French. 

This latter was afterwards inserted by Ramusio in his collection, and Amoretti 
supposed it to be a translation made by Ramusio. His error proved that he bad 
never seen this Viaggio atomo al Mondo .

His object is to inveigh against the false notions and deductions 
flowing from the improper use of the word •* Indies ” as applied to the islands dis¬ 
covered by Columbus and others in the Western Ocean, and a good deal of curious 
information is incidentally thrown in. One stray piece of gossip is not without 
humourous interest; it was customary to call negroes Juan Blanco , and negresses 
Jfayortta. As the book was first printed at Seville in 1503, it is an earlier addition to 
the Bibliotheca Americana than Mr. Harrisse has made it. He pats it down, at second 
hand, node? 1529, and mentions as possibly having existence two other editions of 
1518 and 1520.

The present volume is probably entitled, whatever its individual 
merits and value may be considered to be, to the credit of being 
wholly on new and independent lines; and after all the re¬ 
searches and conclusions of the editors and critics, it aims at 
placing in a fresh and very different light many of the most 
important features in the biography and literary history of the 
Poet. The book is the result of a considerable amount of labour 
and thought, and owes a share of its claim to attention to the 
wide and varied reading and studies of the author, and to his 
lengthened bibliographical experience. It deals with all the 
difficult and perplexing problems, which have arisen, and exist, 
in connection with the life and productions of Shakespear, the 
history of the Sonnets, the relations between Shakespear and 
Bacon, those between the former and his family, the deer-stealing 
affair, and the final removal to London, and it unavoidably 
conflicts at several points with the statements and opinions of 
others. After all the enthusiasm for the version of Montaigne by 
John Florio, evidence is adduced that Shakespear did not resort to

the present day. ' Kokka' means ' flowers of the 
nation ’; and a survey of its volumes, beginning in 
1889 and containing up to now some thousand 
prints, reveals a wonderful display of the ‘flowers' 
of all periods. It is not the only Japanese publica¬ 
tion of its kind, but, all things considered, it is the 
best. For the foreign student it is absolutely in¬ 
dispensable, since it illustrates countless pictures, 
in private hands or in temples, which the traveller 
never sees. Had it existed earlier, most of the 
European writers who are accepted as authorities 
would have been saved from many serious mis¬ 
conceptions. Each number contains two coloured 
plates and four or five admirable collotypes. It is 
the extraordinary excellence of the coloured plates 
which makes the magazine so valuable; for without 
colour many of the finest masterpieces, especially the 
grand early Buddhist pictures, are mere phantoms 
in photography. Nothing in the way of coloured 
reproduction made in Europe can compare with the 
beauty and fidelity of these prints, except possibly 
the Goupil prints after Degas’ drawings, which are 
infi nitely more expensive. The Kokka prints are pro¬ 
duced in exactly the same manner as the woodcuts 
we all admire. The picture is first photographed 
on to the block, and the outline delicately cut ; 
and for each colour a separate block and separate 
printing are required. To get gradations, several 
printings are made from the same block. So that 
for elaborately coloured pictures no fewer than 
a hundred blocks have been used, with perhaps , 
three hundred pressures. And the printing is not I 
done in a press; the old method of rubbing the back 
of the paper is still practised. The skill, the taste, 
above all the patience requisite may well seem 
almost incredible beside our hasty commercial 
ways. 

“ For the last two years the Kokka has been 
published in an English as well as a Japanese 
edition. The essays are not translated, it is true, but 
an English description and comment accompanies 
each print. As we think the magazine is destined 
greatly to increase its English and American cir¬ 
culation, we may offer one or two small suggestions 
from the student’s standpoint. We should be glad 
to have a translation of some of the essays. Chinese 
pictures are included, and many, if not most, of the 
legendary subjects are of Chinese origin. In the Eng¬ 
lish text these names are given only in the Chinese 
form. But in England the Japanese forms are the 
best known, and are far more easily remembered 
and pronounced.
